Back in 1902 the age of Americas’ development had just begun. Our modern age had 
not yet even been visualized by the most forward looking men in the way it has developed 
today. This was true in the horticultural profession as well as with science and mechanics 
although horticulture can easily be called a science. It was at this time that our firm had 
its foundation and we feel proud that we have been able to grow with the industry, 
developing many of the ‘“‘firsts” in our particular field. 


Our first commercial greenhouse was hardly larger than many home conservatories 
of today and the glass was obtained from the local photographer - old glass plates that 
had been used for portraits. These were cleaned and used in the roof of a greenhouse 
18x24 feet in area. From the start Pansies were a serious interest and these have remained a 
major specialty with us to this day and even now much development work is still in process. 


The year 1915 brought floods to our range of seven greenhouses in Central Illinois 
resulting in a complete change of direction in our work. Removal to West Plains, Mo. 
and concentration on Pansy breeding brought this subject into sharper focus and much 
development resulted from work done at that location. However, by 1923 it had become 
apparent that seed production there was impractical because of the climate so a three 
year search was started for a suitable location for seed growing. More than 40,000 miles 
of travel resulted in the selection of Oregon as the best combination of conditions for 
the continuation of our work. 


A seed farm was established in 1925 on an experimental basis at Reedville, Oregon, 
but after two years was discontinued in favor of the present Grants Pass location in 1927. 
This has been our headquarters since that time although our interests have greatly 
expanded into other subjects and our Pansy developments have been many. Now we do a 
great deal of our growing in scattered localities from Northern Oregon to Central Calif. 


Our founder, C. W. Harrold, is still active at 80 and remains in charge of our growing 
and development work. He is the oldest active Pansy Specialist in the United States today 
both in point of years and time of activity in this field and it has been to his efforts that 
many new developments in Pansies may be credited. The first strain of Pansies developed 
for strictly cut-flower production originated from our gardens back in the 20’s. We originat- 
ed the first pot culture Pansies for pot and window box culture at about the same time. 
Many of our developments, however, have been in the production phase and have not 
been apparent to the gardener and Florist because they were not so visual. Among these 
developments have been harvesting and milling methods which have greatly increased the 
viability of our seeds, making them store better and give higher production when planted. 
In the beginning few Pansy seeds would produce more than five to seven thousand plants 
to an ounce and usually an ounce contained around 25,000 seeds. Improved culture, larger 
seeded varieties and advanced breeding has resulted in the reduction of the number of 
seeds to the ounce to about 21,000 but average production has increased to ten or twelve 
thousand plants under good culture. 


Much inmprovement has occured in flower size and texture as well as coloring and plant 
habit since 1902. Then flowers of 11 to 2 inches was large compared to many flowers of 
4 inches or more today with equally good culture. Plant habit has been developed toward 
a more upright growing less leggy form and the flower stems are much longer and lend 
themselves to use in bouquets. Possibly as much utility of Pansies, however, has been the 
development of a hardiness that makes them easier of culture and useable in more situations 
in the garden. At the turn of the century Pansies were commonly grown as a shade or semi- 
shade plant. Modern strains, through progressive development now enjoy full sun and 
much prefer a mixture of sun and light shade. Blooming season has been much extended 
and with modern strains it is now possible to have Pansies in nice bloom all the year 
except for the freezing months and in the greenhouse even then it is possible. 


In presenting here our 50th seasons list of Harrold’s Pedigreed Strain Pansies we 
do so with the confidence of experience and the knowledge that they will give you much 
pleasure and beauty. We shall look forward to serving you this season.

This new race of Pansies will certainly 
please those fanciers who prefer their Pansies 
large in size, deep in color and velvety in 
texture. We feel proud to offer them as our fiftieth anniversary introduction. Description 
of necessity must be a comparison of some sort that many gardeners know. In this instance 
the most widely known strain of similar type would be the popular “Swiss’’ types although 
this new race is much improved and a decided step forward in the development of ‘Fancy 
Type” Pansies. AS much so as the “Swiss” race was at the time of its introduction. 


The plant habit of these Harrold’s Pedigreed American Giants is compact and robust 
bearing flowers with exceptionally long stems well above the foliage. They have foliage 
of bright green with huge leaves and the plants have proven to be of the hardiest consti- 
tution. They winter well, bloom early in spring after the winter rest and continue to 
bloom well into the hot weather. In fact they stand heat the best of any Pansy we have 
grown. Because of this a planting made in early spring right where the plants are to 
bloom usually results in an attractive bed right through the summers heat followed by a 
brilliant display as the cooler fall days come. Well resistant to the very few pests and 
diseases that affect Pansies. 

The flowers are very large - on a par with our famous Harrold’s Pedigreed Giant Art-shades - but 
the velvety deep tones set them apart from most other Pansies. There is a predominance of red in the 
color blend with many deep red shades or multicolor flowers that have red in the color combination. Blue 
and purple are of course represented in moderate numbers but it is the bronze and pink shades that 
attract the attention. Yellow is of course present but in balanced proportion and there is practically 
no white. Self colors have not so far developed to a noticable degree in this mixture. Many multicolor 
combinations, however, are entirely new. The seed and test beds of this variety have been a center of 
attraction in our nursery for the past two years.

The breeding and experience that has developed 
this group of Pansy varieties affords you the ulti- 
mate in quality in this universally popular, easily 
grown garden flower.

WHEN TO PLANT PANSIES 


The largest Pansy flowers are produced by 
plants that flower in early spring from seeds sown 
during the previous July, Aug. and Sept. These 
seedlings are transplanted into the beds where they 
are to bloom or to cold-frames in Sept., Oct. and 
Nov. The transplanting should be done early 
enough so that the plant may become established 
before severe weather comes. Beds must have good 
winter drainage and in cold climates a light mulch 
of straw or marsh hay may be required after the 
ground has been frozen for the winter. In the 
warmer States the planting season extends over a 
longer period and usually no protection is required, 
in fact in the south and west coastal areas they 
may be grown as a winter bedding plant, blooming 
most of the winter. July planting is advisable in 
the far north. It is not advisable to plant too early 
for your climate, however, because when weather is 
really hot some difficulty may be experienced in 
obtaining good germination of the seeds unless 
considerable care is taken. 


The seeds may also be planted indoors in Jan. 
and Feb. for plants that are to be set. out in early 
spring for flowering from May on through the 
summer. Seeds may also be planted in outdoor beds 
where they are to bloom, sowing the seeds in April 
or May after the soil warms up for easy germina- 
tion. These will give their best display during 
summer and fall. 


In most U. S. localities Pansies planted at 
several periods during the year will give nice beds 
during the entire gardening season from the earli- 
est blooming of spring bulbs until after all the 
bedding annuals have been killed by frost. The 
packets offered in this catalogue have been made 


intentionally liberal so as to encourage more widely 
spaced plantings and give you a full years enjoy- 
ment of Pansies at a very modest cost. For those 
who desire smaller quantities of many different 
kinds, we offer a select list of collections. No sales 
will be made that differ from the specific offers 
made herein.

THE VARIETY TO SELECT 


The selection offered in this catalogue is the 
most complete made by any grower of seeds or 
plants, At first glance the mere scope of the selec- 
tion may be confusing but each variety has its own 
characteristic and use. 


In mixtures the price range to some extent is 
an index to the capabilities of the variety as to the 
size of flower and richness of color range. The 
more costly are the more highly bred and more 
recent of introduction. There are colors and com- 
binations in these varieties that are not included 
in the older and less costly sorts. From the stand- 
point of quality, however, all Harrold’s Pedigreed 
Strain varieties are grown to a quality not a price. 


BEDDING MIXTURES 

In general there are two distinct groups of 
these. The socalled EXHIBITION GROUP is the 
largest flowered generally and the most useful 
where mass plantings in the most showy colors 
viewed from a distance is desired, The color form- 
ulas usually are of lighter shades that show to 
brilliant effect and this brightness is enhanced by 
the fact that this group has a characteristic smaller 
center blotch and developes more of the self (plain 
colors) than the fancy group. 


The FANCY GROUP gives truly giant flowers 
in the darker and more velvety shades. The center 
blotch is large, covering three and sometimes all 
five petals over as much as half their area. The 
general effect is much darker on overall color tone 
and go at a distance this group does not show so 
brilliantly. However, when viewed as individual 
plants or where planted in spot plantings about the 
garden they are most useful and attractive. 


EXHIBITION MIXTURES 

We consider our Harrold’s Pedigreed Giant 
Art-Shades to be the largest flowered in this class 
and the most desirable. The color range is modern 
and in every way these meet the most popular 
demand. Our Harrold’s Pedigreed Giants are an 
older strain, the parent strain of the Art-Shades 
and are considered still by many of our gardening 
customers to be most preferable. 


FANCY MIXTURES 

This year our new introduction, Harrold’s 
Pedigreed American Giants, of course heads the 
list in this class. This is followed by our Harrold’s 
Pedigreed Swiss Giants which has been our top 
strain in this group for several years. Harrold’s — 
Improved Swiss is an old standby prefered by 
many since its introduction back in the ’20-s.

Harrold’s All-American Bedding Mixture is another 
combination mixture that merits attention by the 
gardener who is interested in as much variety as 
possible in a single sort at an economical price. 


NOVELTY MIXTURES 


We afford a selection of several of these that 
are developed either with a special growing condi- 
tion in mind or a special color range that adds 
variety and enjoyment to your gardening. Certainly 
these several varieties merit your consideration. 


FORMAL COLORS. 


This group of separate color selections are ideal 
for planting beds or borders that are to carry out 
a specific color scheme and they are the cream of 
this type of stock to be obtained. All are as true to 
color as any stock commercially available but where 
strict color uniformity is desired over-planting and 
selection will be required as no Pansy plants grown 
from seed may be depended on to be 100% true to 
shade or even color. Generally color uniformity will 
be true from 80 to 90% but we suggest that over- 
planting of 25% or more be practiced and selec- 
tions made for planting as the first blooms appear 
on the plants.

WINTERING PANSIES 
Pansies and Violas are much hardier than many 
gardeners realize. They will winter outdoors in 
most sections of the U. S. A. and Canada with little 
or no protection. Where temperatures normally 
don’t go below 15 degrees above zero it will be 
found that protection is of little need and mulching 

in wet climates is to be advised against. 


Plants that are to winter in open beds where 
temperatures below 15 degrees is expected should 
be planted by Aug. 20th and transplanted as soon 
as they have 6 to 8 leaves into the beds where they 
are to winter. This will probably be by early or 
mid-Oct. No protection should be given until the 
bed is frozen, then evergreen boughs may be turned 
up-side-down over the bed or a light mulch of 
straw or marsh hay applied. This is left on until 
the spring thaw and should not be so heavy but 
that some of the leaves are visable. The purpose of 
a mulch of this kind is not to raise the tempera- 
ture of the bed but to slow down the freezing and 
thawing cycle that may kill the plant by ‘‘spew- 
ing’’, causing damage to the roots. This is the 
only danger and not the cold itself. 

Beds where Pansies are to be wintered must 
have good drainage as the combination of cold and 
wet feet may prove fatal and if not will certainly 
damage the plants, causing small flowers and weak 
growth the following spring. 


Wintering in cold-frames may prove less 
troublesome and more certain although with a little 
care it is not a necessity. You can have very 
satisfactory Pansies with reasonable attention to 
details as outlined in our culture booklet sent 
with each order.

The name here is most descriptive as this strain has been the personal project of the 
founder of our firm who is now the oldest active Pansy breeding specialist (80 years), 
with 50 years of horticultural experience, in the U. S. A. Blend denotes the fact that it 
is formula blended from several different stock lines so that we know that its variety 
and novelty is going to be attractive to you. 


It may be that a bit of background history would be of interest. Much of the basic 
lines that go into this blend have their foundation in development work we did more than 
25 years ago. As early as 1929 we were working with breaks that produced many orchid 
and pastel shades. These, however, at first refused to be hardy enough or have sufficient 
vitality to withstand the gardening conditions that the average gardener was sure to give 
them. We felt that by 1940 we had a useable strain and we introduced it as Harrold’s 
Pedigreed Giant Art-Shades - Orchid Selection. At that time it was the equivalent of the 
present day socalled “Hybrids’’ but we were still not satisfied and so during the war years 
it was withdrawn for further development. Just where the name “Hybrids” enter into this 
is difficult to determine for as far as is known this type of stock originated from natural 
breaks in normal Pansy stock and they have been developed by selective, not cross breeding 
with a different variety of the Viola family as would be the case were they truly hybrids 
from a technical standpoint. 


The faults of earlier stock of this type was mostly their inability to stand the elements. 
The sun burned them in hot weather and the wind damaged the flowers.-This we have 
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HARROLD’S PANSY GARDENS GRANTS PASS, OREGON 


eliminated almost entirely and they truly carry their beauty to your garden in a manner 
that does not need unreasonable babying. The early breaks were of Albino nature thus 
quite weak of constitution and it has remained for careful breeding to reduce this trait 
to a practical degree. 


As now represented this blend probably carries over 800 colors and color combinations 
and markings. Many are new and not released before except in our Pedigreed Novelties. 
Most notable are the soft pastel and poly-chrome shades with lightly penciled throats 
overlaying shades of brown, maroon and orange. Usually the ground color of these flower 
types are pastels of orchid, lavender, cream-pink, terra cotta and heliotrope. For color 
contrast some more definite deep colored types are included in the blend but the overall 
effect is a light color range.

The seeds sold under this name are a blend composed of surplus from our breeding and 
development work, therefore the supply is always limited. The name has remained constant 
since this stock was first offered in the early ’30s but the seeds contained in the formula 
is different from year to year. Because of this they can not be priced as ordinary seeds 
but are offered and recommended to the fancier who is looking for novelty. The mixture 
does contain much that may develop similar to the better of the other Harrold’s Pedigreed 
Originations. It also contains crosses made on these parents that will be different and 
interesting. Generally it is a type of seed not usually available to the public. 


Any attempt to describe the coloring, type or form is impossible because of the very 
wide range of parent stock and the fact that the seeds supplied last year may not even 
resemble the blend supplied this season. The 
considerably reduced picture at the right 
shows but one of many unusual markings 
to be found in this blend. An effort is made 
to include only those stocks that maintain 
a high standard of form, substance and 
hardiness so they will be satisfactory under 
general garden culture.

In “Fancy” type Pansies the center blotch is usually quite heavy and covers a half or 
more of the three bottom petals; sometimes all five petals. The ground colors are usually 
different in character and tonal range even in those having lighter center blotch and it 
is to be recommended that for the greatest variety that you plant both types or use a 
blended mixture that contains both. 


The flower size of these is very large and plant habit robust. They are as hardy as 
any bedding giant and flower stems are pleasingly long.

THE BEST AND CHEAPEST advertising for Pansies as a local retail item is to use them to sell 
themselves. Display beds, prominently located in your nursery will always be your best sales medium. 
Beds in the nursery from which the public is allowed to select individual plants always are popular 
and premium prices are easily obtained for this small extra service. 

LOCAL NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING: We’ve found this field to be somewhat spotted in returns 
depending on the type of the paper, its popularity in the community and the character of the commu- 


nity itself. In our experience classified advertising pulls better dollar for dollar than will display in 
the same media. Display space is sometimes well worth its cost if the paper has a gardening section 
or department. A good form of advertising for Pansies is to merely invite the public to come and see 
them. You’ll make plenty of sales if you just get the public in the nursery. 


MAGAZINE ADVERTISING: Is usually only for the operator who works on a regional or national scale. 
Gardening magazines pay off better of course than general media in relation to the amount of cost. 
Rates for space in magazines is rapidly limiting the value of these media because they are raising 
faster than the rate of return in spite of circulation expansion. Fraternal, club and other special 
media seldom pay off in our experience. 


RADIO ADVERTISING: This form is usually controlled in the local field by about the same conditions 
as the local newspaper with the added handicap of higher costs and the obtaining of a time spot that 
will do the job. Unless the offer is unusual it is difficult to get attention. This last factor is probably 
the one main thing that has caused large scale horticultural advertising to be mostly of a sensational 
nature and this has not been beneficial to the horticultural industry as a whole. 


DIRECT MAIL ADVERTISING: With us this has proven to be the most profitable, possibly for special 
reasons but just the same it works. The mailing list is of course the foundation here. The best list 
is one that is built by teaser ads which don’t need to be large, or from your sales records of the 
walkin trade. It takes time to build a sizable list. Lists may be compiled as a starter from telephone 
or city directories or there are numerous brokers who make a business of supplying them for specific 
localities or sections or for special groups of people. Keep a guest book at the entrance of your 
nursery or have an employee get the name of all visitors with the promise of a catalogue. 

THE BEST FORM OF DIRECT MAIL ADVERTISING: To start with it is a heavy load for any 
advertising program to carry you to profits on a single item. The grower who has no greenhouse 
facilities will find it more profitable to offer a varied line of hardy plants - Pansies, Violas, Primroses, 
Delphiniums and various perennials. By so doing you increase your sales potential with an economy 
in advertising not possible with but one thing to offer. 

FOLDERS, BROADSIDES AND BOOKLETS are the most profitable. It has been our experience that 
these do a more effective job than post cards or oversize cards. Recent increases in postage rates has 
made it still more advisable to allow sufficient paper area in a mailing piece to do the job properly. 
We have never found STOCK mailing pieces an economy or profitable. They have two serious faults. 
In the first place their scope is most limited and they seldom meet your individual needs because 
you can hardly match your inventory profitably to an already produced mailing piece. In the second 
place they lack individuality and where duplication occurs with potential customers they can be quite 
easily detrimental to your cause. Color is a difficult media for the usual run of growers. To be 
practical editions must be large if cost is to be within reason. Art work and engraving can easily 
run into the hundreds of dollars on a single color picture and press work for the production of 
natural color is just about 5 times as costly as single color printing. We find that runs of 30,000 
or even 45,000 copies in color is not large enough to obtain maximum economy even where we 
produce our own printing.
